On the night of June 5-6, 1944 thousands of sol- 
diers from Britain, America, Canada and other 
nations climbed aboard troop transport ships 
docked on the south coast of England, By day- 
break, they had made the short trip across the 
English Channel and were storming onto French 
beaches withWames like Juno, Sword, Utah, Gold, 
and Omaha. This was D-Day, part of Operation 
Overlord, which was the Allied plan to liberate 
Europe and defeat Germany, Winston Churchill, 
Joseph Stalin, and Franklin Roosevelt had set it in 
motion when they met in Tehran between 
November 28 and December 1, 1943,

Sea, Nearly forty years earlier, in April 1915, British, 
Australian, New Zealand and French troops landed 
on the beaches of Gallipoli, Their objective was to 
capture the peninsula, and allow British warships 
to pass through the Dardanelles and capture 
Constantinople, the capital of the Ottoman Empire, 

Six months before the invasion, in October 
1914, the Ottomans entered World War | as a 
German ally. This led the British First Lord of the 
Admiralty. to conclude that, by capturing 
Constantinople; Allied soldiers could attack 
Germany from the south and quickly end World 
War |. A month before the invasion,in March 1915, 
British warships attempted to penetrate the straits, 
but shelling from Gallipoli drove them back. After 
that episode, Ottoman leaders realized an invasion 
was the next step, so they moved reinforcements 
to the peninsula. 

While some British generals opposed invad- 
ing Gallipoli, the First Lord of the Admiralty con- 
vinced his colleagues in the War Cabinet to pro- 
ceed, It was a disaster.

Did you know that... 

* It is against Alabama law to 
operate an ATV on public 
roads? 

* Alabama currently does not 
require an operator’s license or 
graduation from a safety course 
prior to operating an ATV in 
Alabama? 

* Appropriate safety equip- 
ment, such as a_ helmet, 
knee/elbow padding, and suit- 
able clothing can provide pro- 
tection while riding an ATV? 

¢ Since January 2000 the 
Alabama Child Death Review 
System, which works to deter- 
mine any preventable circum- 
Stances in unexpected child 
deaths, has reviewed at least 20 
ATV-related infant and child 
deaths? 

Of these deaths reviewed 

* Sixteen had operators: 16 
yéars old or younger. 

* At least four deaths occurred 
to a “passenger” on the ATV. 

¢ “Passenger” fatalities 
ranged in age from 2 to 10 years 
old. 

Local Child Death 
Review Team wants you to 
know of these dangers,

Since Old Santa will soon be setting a course for Alabama, 
now may be a good time to start dropping hints to your significant 
other on the handgun you would like Santa to leave under the tree. 

The thought of hunting with a handgun has a tendency to intimi- 
date some hunters. We often hear comments like “I couldn't hit my 
truck at ten yards with a pistol” from hunters who have had limited 
experience with a handgun. Modern hunting handguns shouldn't be 
compared to granddads old .38 or fixed site military handguns. 
Either of these may imprint a negative opinion on someone firing a 
handgun for the first time. 

Moder handguns designed for hunting afford the hunter a sur- 
prising degree of accuracy and contrary to popular belief, they are 
relatively easy to master, Revolvers are still the most popular hunt- 
ing handguns. The single action ‘revolver has been with us since 
before the civil war. Modern big bore single actions like the Rugers 
in .41 magnum, .45 long colt or one of the newer calibers such as 
the .454 Casull or 480 Ruger are potent deer rounds. 

I often read where some so-called “ballistic expert” is putting the 
.337 magnums down as an adequate deer round. I know several 
handgun hunters who consistently debunk these “experts” advice by 
filling the freezer with venison using a 357 handgun. 

Ned Sanders from Goshen, Alabama is one such hunter. 

Sanders got bored with rifle hunting a few years ago and started 
hunting deer with a 7-_ inch barreled 357 equipped with a red dot 
scope. Sanders says he has bagged six deer with his handgun. | “I 
enjoy the challenge of hunting with a handgun so much, I don’t 
know if I'll even hunt with a rifle this year,” said Sanders. 

Sanders laughs at the suggestion that the 357 magnum is only 
marginal for deer. “I killed all six deer with one shot kills. It’s true 
you need a good load with a heavy bullet, but the .357 is a proven 
handgun round for deer as far as I'm concerned,” said Sanders.
